Wz reprint elsewhere a very fair and 
moderately-worded article from ~the 
Japan Weekly Mail on the Japanese 
silver yen, and its proposed introduction 
into’ Hongkong. Our contemporary, 
in alluding to some remarks we had 
previously made on this- subject, deals 
with e difficulty which had been raised 
by-us as to whether the fineness of 
silver composing the subsidiary and yen 
coinage could be absolutely relied upon. 
We alleged, upon what seemed to be 
excellent ‘authority, that the excessive 
discount: which the subsidiary coinage 
had reached in this market, was. partly 
due to the depreciation in the intrinsic 
valué and fineness of the 20-sen and 10- 
sen pieces; and only this morning a Chi- 
nese authority assured us that they were 
not more than “770 or 760 fine,” 
Further enquiry, however, leads us to’ 
accept the statements of our Yokohama’ 
contemporary as.a fair representation of 
the real fact, and to regard the generally- 
received impression here as to deprecia-

On the 12th 
August I had-no tiffin. I had been twice in 
the Police’ Court in the forenoon; there was 
nothing worth reporting then. I left the 
Police, and wont round town, as it was my 
duty to do, to see what was stirring. When 


I went back to the Police I cannot say I did, 
and cannot say I-did not, meet defendant in 
the Court. When I heard the report I then- 
remembered meeting him in the afternoon.

A TRIP ACROSS COUNTRY FROM 
CANTON TO KIUKIANG. 

[By a Correspondent. } 
e (Concluded. ) : 
On Saturday July 5th, wo called at Nam 
‘Hon. We entorod the city to soll some 
books. Here the peoplo manifested a little 
more curiosity, Our dress was something 
atrango to them, and many could not resist 


“the temptation to lift up our coats and 


inspect tlie fastenings of Sur trousers. Our 
‘shoes and helmets wore also subjects for | 
criticism, and remark. ‘The latter they 
lifted or knocked off, to seo how our hair 
was dressed. However in all theso things 
they woro very good-natured ;. so wo took 
their treatment accordingly. : 
The noxt day we arrived at Kan Chau 
about 10 o'clock in the “morning. Just 
before stopping from our boat a man came 
to us and said he had a boat going-to Han 
Chang, tho capital:of the province. As wa 
had to change boats hero we scut ono of 


~ our boys to look af it, and make all neces-" 


sary arrangemonts. Woe then wont into 
the city. No sooncr had we entered tho 
gates than’a soldier came running after us 
demanding our names, where we were stay- 
ing, and our business. We went back, but 
could not undorstund much of what he said 
‘owing to fhe changes in dinlect, We went 
forth again, and began to soll our books, 
but presently ho came again, and demanded 
that we should writo our names. Not 
being able to shake him off we went back, 
and ‘wrote that we were two foreigners tra- 
velling across the country and were going 
on to the capital. We walked on once moro 
and gold all our books and were’ looking 
round when our boy cumo and told us he 
had hired part of the boat. ‘We then went 
back, and got our iuggage on a small ere 
AB 
we were going down tho river wo observed 
two soldiers running after us, aud after- 
wards learnt thay had been sent by the 
mandarin to look after us. On arriving: at 
our boat ‘we found they were not quite 
ready for starting, so we ontercd the city 
again. This oxasperated tho soldiers, as it 
increased their work little. Wo walked 
for some distance along the wall, and thon 
turned into the streets. The -shops pre- 
‘sented a very fine appeardnee, and judging 
from the situation of the city we imagined 
it must havo a considerable trade. I! is 
situated at tho junction of two largo rivors, 
“the ono wo came down from Nan Ngua, 
and another runting from the borders of 


ythe Fukien province, We Jcurnod that two 


“foreigners had visited the city some three 
We lost trace of them ag 
we got down tho river, and surmisod they 
were Romish priests. We also wore ik- 
formed that the reason the mandarin sent 


- the soldiers was because some timo agoa 


foreigner got very roughly handled here. 
The story is Chinose, and you can givo to 
it what credence you please. 

The country about hero in many. places 
is extremely flat. In crossing the whole of 
the province we did not seo anything to 
equal or excel the scenery of the Canton 
province, ni : 

As wo had only hired part of the boat, of 
course wo had a number of Chinese trayel-_ 
ling with us, and it conld easily be seen to 
what class two or threo of them belonged.

the hollow checks, protruding bones, in- 
dicated but too surely that they were opium 
smokers, Gur surmises were confirmed 
when we anchorod for the night, ds our 
boat was filled with tho sickly odour of 
opium smoke. It was so obnoxions to us, 
that we had to sit outside the boat, aud 
once or twice they so prolonged their in- 
dulgence that we had to ask them to give it 
up, a8 we wished to retire to rost. How 
that went to my heart !-Had I beon a China- 
man and oan Englishman had asked mo to 
give up smoking for, his convenienco, I 
should have hurled the taunt in his teeth, 
Who forced opium upon us? Sir, we 
grieve over the ravages of drink among tho 
brilliant, tho genial, the promising of our 
land, .and have wo not « spark of humanity 
left that will warm our hearts, and induce 
us to put forth a hand to rescue the 
enslaved of the same classeg in China. 
When will @hristian (?} England remove 
the foul blot on her otherwise fair escut- 
cheon and liberate an oppresscd peoplo 
from an unjust and deadly .yoke- It 
not only impoverishes the people but em- 
aciatea their bodies, ‘destroys their minds, 
and who will hesitate to add more— 


out, 
nino yeurs ago a stenmoy, ventured up to 


dawns their souls; for they are made 
suicides thereby. Wo are guilty. In our 
strength we have said with Lady Macbetir, 
“ What need we foar. . . . when nono can 
call our power to account?” But. “Here's 
the smeli of blood still: all the perfumes 
of Arabia will not sweeten this little hand 
—Out, damned spot! out, I say!” 

Wo called at several cities down the river 
and sold books. As we got farther down 
wo found both curiosity and animosity to 
increase, At Ki Ngan the people are dead 
on literature, and made dashes for our 
books, some they tore, others they, stole. 
Amongst the motley throng were those 
who cared more for men than books, and 
jostled us about terribly. My companion 
and I got separated, and lost to cach other 
for some time, go after I had parted with. 
my books I went in search of him,-but not 
pee able to find him I returned to our 

oat. va, 

At Fung Shing we juat called to put two 

. passengers ashore, and as we were about to 
put off into river again the people. generous. 
ly parted with a few stones. ‘Ihis. was 
simply an earnest of more in store for us, 
Leaving Fong Shing we arrived at Nan 
Chang, the capital of the province, about 
8,80 on Friday morning, July 11th. The 
river here divides into numerous large 
streams, this forming a deltg.° Our boat 

‘did not enter the stream nearest to the 
city,-so.we had to cross agmall ferry. We 
had=been told-before reaching the city, 
that:the people were hostile towards for- 
eignors, and that. we might expect a lively, 

~ Immediately on entering the city a 
man, standing at the gates yelled ont, “ kill 
the foreign devils”. My companion turned 
round and spoketohim. We went on some 
distance and then turned into o street on 
our tight, the crowd increasing all the 

4time. Presently some began to ask-to be 
allowed to look at a book, but our expe- 


' xience in other cities had taught. us to 


receive the money before allowing the book 
to pass our hands, to walk pretty briskly 
‘and keep together. At length some few 
bought, others made's grab, and missing 
‘the books would seize our arms, shoulders 
or coats. The pulling and tugging becanie 
such that we had to run some ‘distance or 
wo should have found ourselves ina mob. 
- We then turned into a streeé on the left, 
_ And there aterrible rusk was made, Every 
‘book was taken, we were jostled about, and 
my umbrella, which Iwas carrying under 
‘mpy erm, was borrowed. It is not yet xe- 
traced. . Whilst the people word scuilling 


— “pmonget: themselves for the books, very. 


tow! ‘of which I should imagine would be in 


a readable condition, we walked on. At 


.| this. point two soldiers came up and cn- 


deavoured to quiet the people. Our books 
being gone, we mad¢ our way back to the 
boat. As-we were passing out of the city 
they gave us a parting blessing,~—in the 
shape of solid, substantial stones. Happily 
we were not hurt, although my companion 
got a fow on his umbrella and helmet, 
Before wo reached the ferry boat they set 
ap a most ferocious and diabolical yell. . I 
looked round expecting to find a goodly 
numbermaking a rush for us, but the sol- 
diers turning round and confronting them 
seomed to quell them a little. : : 
Beforo entering the city wo had sent one 
of our boys to hire & boat to take us to 
Kiukiang, As we wore returning we met 
him going on a second expedition. We. 
told ono of the soldicrs to go with him. 
After a long time they returned, saying 
they could only find ono, and tho man 


wanted thirteen. dollars... We_refused ..to. 


give it. We then despatched our boy 
alone. Wo waited a long time, and aot 
length my companion’s patience gave out, 
and he egsayod to enter the city again, but 
was prevonted by soldiers, Beforo he camo 
back the boy returned, saying ho had found 
& boat that would go for six dollars. We 
got’ oiir luggago transforred and loft about 
four o’clock p.m. . 

We aro sorry we cannot give the city 2 
good name. - The people beast that at tho 
time of the Tai-ping rebellion. the rebels’ 
wore unuble to enter their city, and thoy 
aro equally determined to keep forcigners 
Wo wero told-that some eight or 


the cily and stopped there. The people 
smashed it. This-is a Chinese story, which 
was contradicted whon we reached Kiu- 
kiang. A French gunboat, we understood, 
went up, but the city not the gunboat.was 
in danger. : 

On the Saturday we crossed the Po-yang 
Lake, which is some eighty miles across. 
It appears to bo filled with small islands. 
The river prescnts » fine appearanco before 
entering the lake, and the scenery general- 
ly was superior to much we had seen up 
tho river. Crossing tho lake wo had a 
splendid broeze, which made our little craft 
dance most delightfully. Our boys how- 
ever did not scem to enjoy it, as they laid 
themselves down and ‘turned rather pale. 
Your readers can imagine that we went 
along ut a spanking pace whon I tell them 
that, that day we travelled over 100 miles. 
We anchored at night, ten miles below 
Kiukisng. : 

Tho next day wo arrived at Kiukiang 
and wore welcomed by members of the 
A.M. I. M., having been twelve and four- 
teon duys respectively in -erossing from 
Shan Chau to Kiukiang. 

We left the following Monday for Han- 
kow, where after'a short stay my compa- 


nion left mo and went on to Peking. I ]- 


stayed somo timo in Hankow and Wu 
Chang, and on my way down spent nino or 
ten days ‘at Wu Sueh and then came on to 
Shanghai and Hongkong. Tere we aro 
again, : 


THE JAPANESE SILVER YEN. 
(Japan Weekly Mail.) . 

In an article which appears in a late 
number of the China Mail, referring to our 
own previous romarks on ‘the subject cf the 
Silver Yon, that paper states: ‘‘ We are 
inclined to think that, if the fiaeness of 
eilver composing the Japanese coinage 
could be absolutely relied upon, the con- 
seneus of foreign opinion in South China is 
in favor of ita introduction into Hongkong 
and the ports.” Our argumeat has been 
that the coinage of the Osaka Mint has 
been perfectly reliable in the past and that 
no cause for suspicion should exist that,-in 
the future, any. loss “tonfidence should be 
falt in the maintenance of its declared 
value; whilst the certsinty of an almost 
immediate detection would be~an effectual 
bar against any attempted deterioration. 
Nor do we feel otherwiso than strengthened 
in our opinion by the only reason which 
our Hongkong contemporary alleges as 
allowing the possibility of any suspicion 
aguiust the J spanese Mint, It states : “but 
what is to'bo said of the subsidiary coins 
which have lately flooded the markets of 
this colony? It is asserted that, so goon as 
these boautiful 20-sen and 10-sen pieces 
began to coms into circulation, the purity 
of their succassors Buffered a decrease, until 
tha colus went down ia favour and were at 
one time as‘low a3 20 per cent, discount, 
ff such be the caso in regard to the emaller 
currency, whore is the guarantee thas there 
will not be a similar change in the standard 
yen? ‘This maiter of the aubsldiary coinage 
may be considered’ a small one, but to 
it-we ascribe much cf the suspicion at 
preasnt entertained towards the Imporial 
Mintage of Japan.” If tha whole ques- 
tion ‘can bo decided by the teat 
of this assertion, the result ja not 
doubtful, slace we cau prove that ao far 
from these having been any dotorioration 
‘in tho later issues of the small monoy, the 
change made was in favor of the public and 
uot of the Mint. The fineness of the Oraka 
subsidiary silvor coltiage wai originally fixed 
at 800 cne-thousandth parts, with a remedy 
of 2 per -uil., and that purity has been 


maintainea throughout the existonce cf the | 


Mint, The average standard, as represent- 
ed by the assays of coius, during the tirat 
year, was found to be 79948 ; and, looking 
through .tho successive. reports of the 
Director of the Mint, we find that in June 
1878 (the seventh year of the Mint’s opera- 
tions) the report of Mr Gowland, F.C,S,, 
givea the following as tho assay cf the 
separate subsidiary silver coins issued in 
the year :—Fifty sen pieces 7996; Twenty 
son ‘pieced ; Tea sen pieces 8001 ; 
Five sea pieces 799-0; whilat a Report 
furnished by the Assayer of the American 


Mint in October 1877, upon coins sent there. 


through the Foreign Ministers, gives the 
following assay of the Japanese aubsidiary 
silver :—l'wenty sen pieo-s 8020; Ten sen 
pieces 800.0 ; Vive sen pieces 830.5, show- 
ing even a higher degree of fineness than 
that given in Osaka, These fignres dispose 
of any assertion that may have bee2 made 
in Hongkong or elsewhere as to any 
deterioration in the. value. of the ooins 
issugd by the Japanese mint. ae after 
the first year a change was made in the 
subsidiary coias; not in their purity of 
metal but in their weight ond'size. This 
change was as follows :-— 2

‘whilst their diameter was diminished by 
about 3 hundredth parts ofan inch, and 
the design of the coins was changed. This 
alteration is alluded to in’ Major Kinder’s 
first Annual Report, as belong necessary. in 
consequence of the adoption of gold as the

sole standard, and of it being advisable to 
alter the weight of tho subsidfary coins ip 
favor of the public. For several years a. 
large demand existed for this small money, 
and it is evident that this demand was far 
in exce:s. of actual requirements, . for the 
Govornment hore were at one time. willing 
sellers of their accumulated stocks at a 
discount of about twonty ‘per cent. It is, 
therefore, not surprising that in Hongkong 
also they were at a similar dizcount, sinco 
once in excess of the aupply actually wanted 
for circulation, they would no longer com- 
mand more than thelr melting value, It 
may be of interost here to mention that the 
total valne of the silver subsidiary coins 
issued by-the Japanese Mint up to the 30th 
June 1878, was as follows, viz :—Of fifty 
sen pieces, yen 4,091,678; of twenty sen 
pieces, yen 6,258,374 ; of ten sen pieces, 
yen 6,241,799; and of five sen pieces, 
yen. 2,377,603—showing a total of yon 
18,969,449, of which less than two millions 
and a half consisted of the. earliest issue, 
which the China Mat! fancies was of greater 
value thin the later one, although in fact 
it was of less. : : 

Wo have shown that no deterioration has 
taken placo in the intrinsic value of the 
small silver coins issued by the Osaka mint, 
and as this is the only.point given by our 
Hongkong contemporary as requiring -elu- 
cidation we may now well claim afavorable 
consensus” of opinion towards the past 
action of the Japanese authorities, and ask 
that fair confidence be extended to. them in 
the future. 5 

The question as to whether the Chincse 
would trust ths Japanese in the matter of 
thoir coinage is, we think, not so decisive 
as same would make out ; and even if a 
certainty of Chinese opposition oxisted wo 
should be far from saying that it should 
prevent the attempt being made to Gvercoma 
it,. It bas long beens matter of surprise 
to us thatcombined foreign action should 
not yet have boon taken againat the system 
of chopping dollars as practiced by the 
Chinese in Hongkong—a barbarous relic of 
olden times,—and with a new coin of the 
make and finish of the Japanese yen there 
would exist the strongest possible reasons 
for making a atand against this arbitrary 
vandalism on the- part of the Chinese 
compradore, We admit the change or 
improvement {s less p:ssible in China than 
in any other country, but foreigners will 
hardly accept that as a reason ayainst any 
attompt being made to break through the 
old customs of the oldest fashioned country. 
But, as regards the advantages of the 
Japaneso yea, China does not appear to 
be go obtuse asin other matters; or if, as- 


tho China Mail informa us, the authorities | 


in Canton still decline to recognize ‘the 
yen, thoy have changed their minds sinco 
1874, when we wore officially informed that 
the Canton Government had proclaimed it 
for acceptance. a 

We are still hopeful that the Japanese_ 
Government will succeed in establishing the 
legal posttion of their silver yom, upon a 
par with the Mexican dollar, for alt local 
and forcign purposes of exchange ; but, in 
their own interests, it will be wise to esta- 
blish its acceptance by foreigners before 
taking any action to make it available for 
purposes of their own revenue whero now 
the dollar only is the recognized tender. 
Tho reason of this ia obvious ; for, 80 long 
as the coin is unaccepted for general. local 
transactions, or unsuitable for export excopt 
at its intrinsic or molting value, it can only 
be disp»sed of here at a discount or loss to 
the Treasury. Until bankers and indivi- 
duals are ready to acknowledge that obli- 
gations incurred in Mexican dollars can 
henceforth be paid by the aime number of 
silver ‘yen, any partial use of tho latier 
coinage can neither be satisfactory nor froe 
from .actual loss, And to secure o genoral 
accoptanée of the yen it is, in our opinion, 
of the highest importance that an gutlet 
should, in the first instauce, be secured for 
it in Hongkong, and, if possible, in all 
ports of China. ‘The latter opening may'be 
more uncertain of early arrangement than 
the former, but it would’ doubtless follow 
upon that of the colony. “As mentioned by 
Mr Davenport, in his late Consular Report 
from Shanghai, the Chinese Government 
havo defisitely rejected the suggestion of 
establishing a mint in China; but, as the 
use of » convenient aud reliable coinage 
makes itself appatont to the Chineso trad- 
ers,—and it has already dono so, in the 
case of the Mexican dollar, at all the treaty 
ports—so may we fairly hope that the Ja- 
panese yen will supply China with the 
monetary medium which Prince Kung has 
now declined to provide for his own sub- 
jecta,

GENERAL GRANT’S FORTUNE, 
JOHN RUSSELL YOUNG CORRECTS SOME VERY 
ERRONEOUS STATEMENTS. 

The American News Company has begun 
the story of Gen, Grant’s tour, written by 
John Russell Young. [It is published in 
parts, the first four of which have been 
issued; it is handsomely printed and pro- 
fusely illustrated. The story begins with 
tho depatture from Philadelphia, and the 
fourth part takes the reader to Egypt and 
up the Nile. It is of great -interest, de- 
scribing as it: does in more detail than has 
yot been -told the distinguished honors that 
were lavished upon the x~President by the 
people and Governments of Europe. The 
following extract from the first part disposes 
of some of the inventions made in the United 
States: — . 

‘©The incognito of Gen. Grant is one that 
no one will respect. He declines all honors 
and attentions, so far. as he can’ do so with- 
out rudeness, and is especially indifferent to 
the parade and: etiquette’ ty which his 
journey is surrounded, It is -amusing, 
knowing Gen. Grant’s feelings on this 
subject, to read the articles'in English and 
-Lome papers about his craving for precedence 
and his fear lest he may not have the proper 
seat at table and the highest number of 
guns. Gen. Grant has declined every atten- 
tion of on official character thus far, except 
thoso whose non-acceptance would. have 
been’ misconstrued. When he arrives at a 
port his habit is to go ashore with his wife 
and see what is to be ‘seen, and drift about 
from palace to picture gallery like any other 
wandering studious American doing Europe. 
Sometimes the. officials aro too prompt for’ 
him; but. generally, unless they. call ‘by 
appointment, they find the General absent, 
This: matter is almost too trivial to write 
about; but there is no better business for 
a chronicler than to correct wrong im- 

ressions before creating new ones. Here, 
for. instance, is an editorial article from an 
American newspaper, which has drifted into 
our ward-room over these Mediterranean 
seas, It informs us that Gen. Grant trdvels 
with o princely retinue; that, heis enabled 
to do so because the men who fattened on 
the corruptions of his administrations gave 
him a share of their plunder. He went to 
the Hotel . Bristol in Paris; he took the 
Prince of Wales’s apartments; he never asks 
the cost of his rooms, but throws money 
‘about. with a lavish hand. These are the 
statements which one reads in the columns 
of an American journal, The truth ‘is 
Gen. Grant. travels, not like a Prince, but 
as o private citizen. He has one servant 
and a courier, Hoe never was in the 
Prince of Wales’s apartments in the Hotel 
Bristol in his life. His courier arranges 
for his hotel accommodations, as couriers 
always do, and theone who does this office 
for the General takes pains to make as good 
bargains for his master as possible. So far 


from General Grant ‘being a rich man, I: 


think Iam not breaking confidence when I 


say that the duration of his trip will depend 


altogether upon his income, and his income 
depends altogether upon the proceeds of his 
investment of the money presented to him 
at the close of the war, the Presideno: 
yielded him’ nothing in the way of capital, 
and he has now not a dollar that. came to 
him as an official, By this I mean that the 
money paid-Gen. Grant as a soldier and as 
President. was speut by him in supporting 
the dignity of his office. Everybody knows 
how much money was given him at. the 
close of the war, As this was well invested 
and has grown, you may estimate the for- 
tune of the General, and about how long that 
fortune would enable him to travel like a 
prince or a Tammany exile over. Europe. 
There are many people at home who do not 
like- General Grant, who quarrel with his 
politics, and think his administration a 
calamity. . That is a matter of opinion. 
But his fame as a soldier is dear to every 
patriotic American, and-I'am glad of the 
opportunity of brushing away one or two of 
the cobwebs of slander which I sse growing 
over it. al

. The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconyeniencs which may: 
arise from the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mia-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal pene (even if the packet be re- 
gistered), nor is the Post Office responsible 
tor any jury which a packet may sustain 
during its tranamission, 

To guard against. such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should bo 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no iragile article should be sent 
through the Post. it should be remembered 
that every packet bas to be handled several 
times ; that it is exposed to cousiderable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag; and 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of 


its transmission to be transferred by means, 


of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased. 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Oflico 
except to the persona io whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made _ublic. A Postmaster may, 
however, givo an address if he hes no reazon 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his-doing so.’ 

Postmasters ate not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though # request to auch effect be 
written thereon. 

Postmaaters are not Lound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 


-and~when money is paid ata Post Ottice, 


whether as change or otherwise, no queation 
as to its right amc unt, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has beon removed 
from the counter, 

Postmasters are not bound to weigh any 
letiers or other packets for the public, but 
they may do ao if their-duty bo not thereby 
impeded.- 25 


The practice of eoaling letters passing to 
and from the East and Weat Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 


. (except such as is specially prepared), is 


attended ‘with much .inconvenience,. and 
frequently wi-h serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other.” Tho 
public. are therefore recommended, in all 
auch cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of a packet makes its 
transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary: circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
coures; and thus the loss of a regiatered 

cket isa very rare occurrence. Neverthe- 
‘leas large sums of money or other - articles 
-of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged: with a view to such transmission, 
By law, the Post Oflice is not re:ponsible 
fur the safe delivery of registered packets ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to strict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able ariicles ave exposed to risk, and cffer a 
temptation which ought not to bo created ; 
and the Departmeut cannot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance of such 
packets, “All inland or colonial letters, 
therefore, which contain coin, and all 
inland letters which contain watches. or 
jewellery, even though they be posted 
without regietration, are treated as register- 
ed, aud charged én delivery with a double 
registration fee of eightpencd in addition. to 
the ordinary postage ; and any such letters 
which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail for which they are 
posted are detained for the noxt despatch:

Indemnity for the Lose of a Registered Letter, 


The following Regulations as to tho 
Indemnity to be paid in certain cases on 
tho losa of Kogistered correspondence have 
been mado by His Excellency the Governor. 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XLL, 

The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registored corres- 
pondence, but henceforth it will bo pre- 
pared to make good the contents of auch 
correspondence lost while passing through 
tho Poat, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— * 

1, .‘that the sender duly obacrved all the 
conditions of Registration require. 

_ 2, That the letter waa’ securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong onvolope. 

3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discavered, tho 
envelope. being invariably forwarded with 
such applicstion unless it also is lost... | 

4, ‘that the Postmaster General’ is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres 
pondence was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of ito 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho.csty or negligence of any 
person not in- the employment of tho 
Hongkong Post Oflice. ; 

5, No compeusation can bo paid fur more 
damage to fragile articles auch 2a portraits, 
watches, handsomely ‘bound books, d&c., 
which-reach their destination, although in 
a broken or deteriorated condition, 


Money Order Beguiations. 

1.—Money. Orders on the United King” 
dom and the Straits Settlements are issued 
at Hongkong, Shanghai aud Yokohama. 
Shanghai and Yokohama also issue on 
“Hongkong and vice versa. 

2,—Small sums may be remitied between 
the other Ports by means of Postage 
Stamps. 

3.—Many Money Orders are-supplied to 
“residenia at the smaller Ports in this ‘way, 
An application for an order* is filled up, 
and ia encloced with a atamped, directed, 
and unsealed envelope to ‘the Postmaster at 
the nearest issuing offics,.
